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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This reissue application was filed without the required offer to surrender the 
original patent or, if the original is lost or inaccessible, an affidavit or declaration to that 
effect. The original patent, or an affidavit or declaration as to loss or inaccessibility of 
the original patent, must be received befor this reissue application can be allowed. See 
37 CFR 1.178. 

2. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective (see 37 CFR 
1 .175 and MPEP § 1414) because of the following: all of the specific changes to the 
claims are not specified; all of the new claim differences from the origial claims are not 
pointed out; and, the declaration does not contain the language of "all errors being 
corrected in the reissue application up to the time of the filing of the declaration arose 
without any deceptive intention on the part of the applicants". The language being used 
for that purpose by applicants is not acceptable. 

3. For any errors corrected, applicants are reminded that a supplemental 
declaration must be filed and must state "that every such error arose without any 
deceptive intention on the part of the applicants". 

4. Claims 1 -44 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration 
under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1 .1 75. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the declaration is set forth in the discussion above 
in this Office action. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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6. Claims 27-42 and 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 27 is indefinite because in line 6, there 
is no direct antecedent basis for the recitation of "said cylindrical adsorbent unit", as 
there is no previous use of the word "cylindrical" in defining the adsorbent unit. Claims 
28-42 and 44 depend from indefinite claim 27 and are indefinite for that reason. 

7. Claims 27-42 and 44 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action, and 
when the reissue declaration is corrected. Claims 1-26 will also be allowable when the 
reissue declaration is corrected. 

8. The references listed on both the PTO-1 449 and the PTO-892 show art of 
interest only, over which the claims define allowable subject mater.
